On 
tbe other bund, the practitioner bad re- 
entered his heated and closed carriage 
aft>>r f>n absence of an hour at a consul- 
tation. 


Aftrr a drive of five minntoa be was 


6"ized with giddiness, nausea and a de- 
groo ot mtidcnlai loss of power that ren- 
dered the throwing open of the carriage 
windows a matter of extreme difficulty. 
He suffered from the effects of this car- 
bonic acid poisoning for 10 farther days. 
In the course of the discussion that en- 
sued M. Moissan stated that this danger 
was not limited to tbe briguettes of 
public vehicles, but extended to nearly 
all the household heating apparatus. 


The joints of these apparatuses wer« 


mostly composed of glazed earthenware, 
which under the influence of the heat, 
soon cracked and allowed the carbonic 
oxide gas to escape.

be knew many people who complained 
every winter of malaise, which disap-

of the State Central Committee of the 
Silver party on yesterday, the en- 
thusiasm manifested, the prevailing 
harmony and the determined will ap- 
pearing in all, presage a sweeping 
victory for the ticket to be nominated 
at Carson City on the 4th day of Sep- 
tember next.

unanimously against the two great 
national parties which have so igno- 
miniously surrendf-red to the money 
power. The guerrilla warfare of the 
old party organizutionb in this State 
can result only m disaster to the 
guerrilla politicians themselves, and as 
a reproach to their posterity for thus 
giving aid and foi-nfort to the enemy 
led by Clevelatu !

Gorman of Maryland regretted that

Whether Hill supported tho 


motion is not stated, but he probably 
did, aa he is opposed to the income tax 
feature of the measure. 


Yesterday's vote indicates that the 


bill will pass the Senate in some form, 
probably before the dog days, and as 
the members of the House are anxious 
to get home to repair their political 
fences the bill will become n, law before 
Congress adjourns. It i.«, however, a 
very different measure from that in- 
troduced in the House by Representa- 
tive Wilson. 


GOLD-MA VI Nfi PKOCESS. 


iorts from Colorado are to the 
that a new process for treating 


low grade gold ores has been devised 
in Boulder county. It is claimed that 
by a peculiar construction of filters 95 
per cent, of the gold is saved without 
plates or chemicals, 


If these claims are substantiated by 


actual workings of ores, the invention 
or discovery will be of incalculable 
benefit to Nevada. There are veins of 
low grade gold ores in many parts of 
the State, which could be worked with 
profit if the cost of reduction did not 
exceed two or three dollars per ton. 
Should the new process save 95 per 
cent, of the gold in these ores without 
plates or chemicals, it will give an im- 
petus to mining wherever there is a 
gold-bearing vein and machinery to 
crush the ore.

Mr. Huntiugton has expressed, not 
only his willingness to do this, but 
even more, as he will give the people 
better accommodations as well as the 
5-cent rate of fare. It will now be Mr. 
Sutro'M turn to come back, and if the 
gentlemen are both willing to become 
philanthropists, then 
why quarrel.

TABLE!" IN 
TBEK SENATE. 


A Motion to Lay the Bill on ttte Table 


Defeated. 


WASHINGTON, May 23.—In the Senate 


to-day Teller moved to lay the tariff 
bill on the table in order to see if the 
bill was the on* the Democratic major- 
ity intended to pass. 


Hill, Irby and Kyle voted against 


Teller's motion. 


Teller's motion was defeated by a 


strict party vote—28 yeas to 38 nays. 


Kyle introduced a resolution calling 


for non-interference in Hawaiian af- 
fairs, which went over until to-morrow. 


Gorman spoke on the tariff. He 


claimed that action had not been unus- 
ually delayed. The Wilson bill had 
been reported before its effects upon 
existing industries could be properly 
studied. It failed to meet the demands 
of the Treasury Department and actu- 
ally increased the deficit created by 
Kepublican prohibitive duties. 
The 


Senate always perfected such bills. 
Yet, no sooner did the Finance Com- 
mittee begin its work than the Demo- 
cratic Senators were informed that any 
change would be set down as "a be- 
trayal of the party's promises." 


"It cannot be denied," said Gorman, 


"that the demand for prompt action 
has seriously impaired the efficiency of 
the Finance Committee's work, and it 
ultimately benfimft an strong that re- 
vising was hastily completed and the 
bill reported to the Senate. 


"I ventured the assertion that in the 


course of silver debate nowhere was the 
truth of the adage,' greater haste, less 
speed,' better exemplified than in that 
legislation. So it proved then and so 
it will now." 


En answer to the Eepublicans, Gor- 


man asserted the bill had been con- 
structed on the Democratic theory for 
revenue, with such incidental protec- 
tion as could be given consistently to 
the industries of the country. It fol- 
lowed strictly the course mapped out 
by President Cleveland in his letter of 
acceptance. " This is not a free trade 
measure but a longer step for free trade 
than either the Mills bill or the Tariff 
Act of 1893." 


It was Democratic because it re- 


duced taxation to the requirements of 
the Government. It was not perfect, 
but it was the most logical, most fair, 
broadest and most timely, and would 
prove to be the most advantageous 
tariff legislation raised since the Re- 
publican party sprang into existence. 
Gorman denied that any trust had 
dictated any part of any schedule. 
Justice to Louisiana required the re- 
tention of the sugar bounty. That the 
sugar trust has flourished under the 
Republican tariff there could be no 
question. Whether it would prosper 
under the new bill remained to be 
seen. 


Gorman deplored the fastening of 


the income tax on the tariff bill, but 
said he knew the majority of his Dem- 
ocratic colleagues differed from him 
and he would vote for the bill. 


Gorman was applauded from the 


galleries and Senators gathered about 
his desk and congratulated him. 


Teller said he was interested to learn 


from Gorham that a majority of the 
Senate would support the compromise 
bill. He tad known the party had 
abandoned the Chicago platform as far 
as silver was concerned at Cleveland's 
dictation, but he now learned that 
Cleveland's utterance took procedence 
over the plank of the party,s platform 
on the tariff. The Maryland Senator 
had not said all the Democrats sup- 
ported the bill. How many Populists 
were counted on to make amajorityjin 
the Senate? Were there and back- 
sliders among the Democrats ? These 
were interesting questions and in order 
to make every Senator show his colors 
he would move to lay the Tariff bill on 
the table. 


The motion created consternation. 


Bells rang and pages were sent to drum 
up every available Senator. Butler, 
who was fouled in the barber's chair, 
came in with one side of his face 
shaved. Roll call was watched with 
intense interest. The Democratic line 
did not show a single gap, and three 
Populists—Allen, Kyle and Peffer—
